associate of OSWALD • in fe.'.y yuRdleton, California. JACKS 3% 
was contacted to determine the present location of LI IDS ho 
that he could bo interviewed regarding OSWALD .Upon interview, 
however, JACKSON advised he did not personally interview LSLD2 
but believed he obtained data from newspaper article in "The 
Lev. 1 York Times 1 *. JACKSON suggested contacting his "Life" 
headquarters in New York City where, he stated, this article 
could be located in his OSWALD file. 

On June 24, 1954, Miss DIANA LURI3, reporter. Human 
.-.if airs Section, “'Life' 1 Magazine, New York City, furnished a 
newspaper article captioned "OSWALD was ‘Loner - , Ex-Marine 
•v-calls" . Beneath this caption appeared the notation, "Special 
to the New York Times", and the article was date lined "Milwaukee , 
December 1". The article read as follows: 

u uSE K. OSWALD was a 'loner® who did not have friends 
-•* Marines, a Milwaukee man v.'ho served with him said here 
today .

"ALIEN ?.. L2LDZ, 24 years old, said he went through 
boot camp and combat training with OSWALD in California in the 
winter of 1956. 

"Although they were together 26 weeks, including one 
stretch in a tent housing eight recruits, Mr. LELD2 said, he 
never knew OSWALD well.

On June 24, 1964, JOHN CORY, National Desk, "The New 
York Times", New York City, advised that the above article was 
written by PAUL SALS INI, a reporter for the "Milwaukee Journal", 
who is also a "stringer" correspondent for "The New York Times". 

?.e : In quiry at Travelers Aid Society (TAS), New York City 

On June 25, 1964, inquiry was conducted at TAS, New 
York City, to determine the source of information contained ir. 
files of TAS to the effect that OSWALD alleged Marine Corps 
membership and assignment at American Embassy, Moscow. Mrs . 

JEAN JETER, assistant to Mr. JAMES JOS OEP, the Director of TAS, 
New York City, advised that Mr. JOSOF? was on vacation and un- 
available for interview at this time . 

Mrs . JETER stated, however, that the information 
contained in TAS file which reads, “Mr. OSWALD has been a 
member cf the Marine Corps and while cn duty with the United 
Stereo Embassy in Moscow, got involved with a Russian girl, 
whom he married, ar.d renounced his u.S. citizenship", was part 
cf data submitted by SPAS RAIICIN, who was formerly employed by 
TAS and who interviewed subject at the Mew jersey pier on June 
13, -Sol. She seated that RAIKIN, therefore, was the seu.ee 
cf the above information. 
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
